A head-on collision early 
Tuesday morning put three 
local citizens in the hospital - 
two in satisfactory condition 
and one in itensive care in a 
Dothan hospital. 

The accident happened on 
the Elba-New Brockton high- 
way just east of Elba. The 
first call to the police station 
was received at 8:02 a.m. Ano- 
ther was received at 8:03 cal- 
ling for a rescue squad. 

The accident occurred 
when a Vega driven by Wayne 
Akridge of Elba and a Nova 
driven by Mrs. Betty Sue 
Morris hit head-on. Witnes- 
ses told investigating officer 
Steve Weekly that Mrs. Morris 
was attempting to passa panel 
truck when the accident hap- 
pened. 

Akridge cut to his right and 
off the highway to avoid the 
collision. However, Mrs. 
Morris had seen the unfolding 
drama and had also tried to 
avoid the collision by getting 
off the road. The cars appa- 
rently collided off the South 
side of the highway, accord- 
ing to Weekly. Akridge was 
enrolite .to his job in Enter- 
prise at the time ofthe wreck. 
Mrs. Morris was returning 
to Elba.

Morris’ legs from under the 
dash, just under the steering 
column of the car. 


Deputy Sheriff Ray Norris, 
who is also head of the Elba 
Rescue Squad, also suffered 
injuries in the rescue attempt. 
Norris was using the pry bar 
to rip out the car seat when 
either the bar slipped or the 
seat broke loose. This caused 
Norris’ body to move inanun- 
usual way, hurting his back. 
He was admitted later in the 
day to Elba General Hospital 
for X-rays and other tests.

“There are no easy answers 
to inflation, but we must let 
business alone for a while, 
rather than badgering it with 
anti-business legislation, or we 
will kill the goose that lays the 
golden egg,”’ Board Chairman 
Donald A. Gaudion of the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers told the White House 
Conference on inflation. 

Mr. Gaudion, chairman of 
the board and chief executive 
officer, Sybron Corp., Roches- 
ter, N.Y., said the NAM be- 
lieves there are a series of 
things we can do to reverse the 
inflationary trend and gradually 
work inflation out of our sys- 
tem. 


He urged a program that 
would; 

* Maintain a posture of 
severe restraint on money and 
credit expansion, acknowledg- 
ing that such restrictions can- 
not do the job alone without 
courting disaster. 

© Slow up establishment of 
federal programs which we 
cannot afford in order to get 
the budget in balance. 

¢ Encourage savings and 
capital formation by reversing 
tax policy in such areas as 
capital gains and depreciation. 

e Recognize that efforts to 
raise real wages by large in- 
creases in monetary wages are 
futile and counterproductive. 

e Forthrightly renounce 
Wage and price controls, with 
Congress and the White House 
also avoiding such interven- 
tion as Wage-price guidelines, 
which are of doubtful value. 

e Thoroughly reassess gov- 
ernmental requirements for en- 
vironmental programs, and in- 
dustrial safety and balance 
their costs and benefits

Life Saving with 
Your Speedometer

Federal Energy Administrator 


Have you been cheating on the nationwide 55-mph speed 


limit? 


Sure, these days there are lots of reasons to be in a rush. 
Who doesn’t have too many things to do and not enough 


time to do them? 


And there’s plenty of gasoline at the pumps now that so 
many Americans are conserving energy and the Arab em- 
bargo 's a thing of the past. So who's going to care if your 
speedometer slips up to 60, 65, or 70? 

The Federal Energy Administration cares. We know that 
America is still consuming far more petroleum products than 


it can produce at home, 


We know too, that passenger automobiles account for 
about a third of the Nation's petroleum product consump- 
tion. One third is a large chunk out of the single most impor- 
tant energy source the Nation uses. 

In the near future, as part of Project Independence, we are 
going to try to switch as much of the Nation's economy as we 
can from petroleum energy which must be imported at high 
prices, to coal energy which we have in abundance under our 
own soil. In the more distant future, we shall move even 
farther away from dependence upon petroleum energy to 


nuclear and solar power, 


But for today, and tomorrow, petroleum remains our chief 
energy source. So we must not only expand America’s supply 
of petroleum—by building the Alaska Pipeline, promoting 
offshore drilling, and oil shale production—we must also 
continue to conserve what we already have. 

And this brings us back to the number 55 written on speed 
limit signs throughout this Nation. 55 miles per hour is the 
law, and we should obey it for that reason alone. But if each 
day, every car, bus and truck in America remained under 55, 
the Natiun could save more than 8 million gallons of petro- 


leum products daily! 


Think about your share of these savings at today’s higher 
gasoline prices, since the average car gets about 21 percent 
more miles per gallon at 55 mph than at 70 mph. 

But more important, if your speedometer starts to edge 
above 55, think about the lives we have saved with the 55 
mph speed limit. Think of the 23 percent reduction in fatali- 
ties during this year’s Memorial Day weekend as. compared to 
lust year’s. Think of the 28 percent ,~Juction in fatalities 
during this year’s Fourth of July holiday weekend as com- 
pared to the last comparable period (1972). 

In the first six months of 1974, traffic deaths have been 

irly 25 percent below figures for last year. That's 6,009 

Hfic deaths less at 55 mph than at the 70 mph rush we

CONSUMERS BY REGULAT ORY AGENCIES 


When the Senate was en- 
gaged in debate of the so- 
called Consumer Protection 
Agency bill earlier this year, 
I argued that if the estab- 
lished regulatory agencies did 
not have sufficient authoriza- 
tion to provide the services 
needed and wanted by consu- 
mers which were in the pub- 
lic interest, then Congress 
had a responsibility to give 
thein such authority. And if 
rules and regulations consti- 
tuted barriers or slowed down 
decision making they should 
be changed. And if this still 
didn't get the job done, then 
we should replace the heads 
of those agencies with others 
who could get the job done 

When the Congress re- 
turned from its General El- 
ection recess,1 introduced a 
bill in the Senate to create a 
high-level, 15 member, bi- 
partisan National Commission 
on Regulatory Reform. My 
bill would mandate the Presi- 
dent, with advise and con- 
sent of the Senate, to appoint 
six qualified representatives 
two each from the labor com- 
munity, the business commu- 
nity and from consumer re- 
presentatives. 


Other Commission mem- 
bers would include three each 
from the Senate, the House of 
Representatives and the Exe- 
cutive Branch. And the bill 
Stipulates that none of the 
Executive Branch appointees 
could be from regulatory ag- 
encies, thus avoiding a situa- 
tion where the foxes could be 
employed to guard the hen 
house 

This Commission would 
study and make recommenda- 


mmission decides that theag- 
ency's actions--or failures to 
act--are of substantial im- 
portance to the protection of 
the public health, safety or 
economic interest 

In addition, I included the 
Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
and the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration wh- 
ich have been criticized for 
their failure to act respon- 
sibly or for acting in a man- 
ner which tends to promote 
unnecessary costs 


The Senate Government 
Operations Committee, of 
which I am a member, just 


this past week held public 
hearings on this bill, among 
others of a similar nature, 
and I presided over some of 
these hearings. The evidence 
gives substance to my conten- 
tion that consumers are, with 
justification, questioning the 
effectiveness and efficiency of 
the Federal government in 
regulating commerce, which 
is the keystone of the Ameri- 
can way of life. 

I believe that the National 
Commission on Regulatory 
Reform which I am propo- 
sing, is precisely the body to 
evaluate objectively the ade- 
quacy of representation of the 
interests of consumers in the 
decision-making process of 
regulatory agencies. With its 
lifetime limited to 18 months, 
the Commission would also be 
called on to report on the 
advisability of alternative me- 
thods for improving consumer 
representation, including spe- 
cifically as one of these al- 
ternatives the establishment 
of a non-regulatory agency to

In his WIN speech the Pr- 
esident also succeeded in st- 
epping on the toes of the far- 
mers in Alabama’s Second 
District by proposing that the 
peanut program be eliminated. 

Those Republicans who 
were elected or re-elected 
were successful not because 
of the Ford Administration, 
but in spite of it. 

In a series of unwise mo- 
ves the President vetoed a num- 
ber of important bills passed 
by the Congress. In turn, 
the House and Senate promp- 
tly overrode the President’s 
vetoes. There was the Rail- 
road Retirement Act which 
was overriden in the House by 
a vote of 368 to 12 and 71 to 
one in the Senate. The Re- 
habilitation Act, which exten- 
ded Federal vocational rehab- 
ilitation programs, veto was 
overriden in the House 398 to 
seven and "0 to one inthe Sen- 
ate. The Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act veto was over- 
riden 371 to 31 in the House 
and 65 to 27 in the Senate. 
Both the House and Senate will 
probably override the Presi- 
dent’s recent veto of the Vet-

Peasants refused to send food 
to cities, stores closed, bar- 
tering replaced money, cities 
and big companies began is- 
suing their own currency and 
it was virtually impossible 
to make a contract of any kind. 

Brunson said more than 
300 paper factories worked 
full-time to keep up with the 
Reichbank’s orders for more 
worthless paper money. 

The government's own pr- 
inting presses were not enou- 
gh to keep up with the demand, 
so it had to farm work out 
to private firms. The print- 
ers were so exhausted that 
they went. out on strike, but 
the government broke the 
strike so the flood of paper 
money could continue. 

“The inflation finally end- 
ed when the Ruhr dispute was 
settled and Germany’s econo- 
my was placed under tight 
control,’’ he concluded, ‘‘but 
by then the damage had been 
done. 

“The middle-class ‘had 
been wiped out financially, 
Germany’s social and politi- 
cal life had been permanently 
altered and the stage was set 
for Hitler’s rise to power.’’

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BEEF GRADES 

There are a lot of ques- 
tions about different types of 
beef on the market today. For 
example, we have grain fed 
beef, grass fed beef and baby 
beef. 

Dr. Bill Powell, food spec- 
jalist at Auburn, jalked about 
these different types. Powell 
said, “Grain fed beef are 
those animals that are placed 
on feed when they weigh ap- 
proximately 600 pounds. They 
are then fed 130-180 days with 
the majority grading choice.” 

“Grass fed beef,'’ Powell 
says, ‘‘are animals that are 
grass fed for 12-24 months 
to obtain the weight of 6C0- 
900 pounds. ‘They are then 
marketed direct off the grass 


and usually grade good or be- 


Yow,”’ 

“The baby beef,’ Powell 
pointed out, ‘‘are calves 7-10 
months old just weaned and 
weighing between 400 and 600 


pounds. Most of this beef’ 
will grade good.”’

BOW HUNTING FOR WHITE- TAILED DEER 


Anyone who has pursued ail and spot you just betore 


the wily white-tailed deer us- they get within range. You 
ing a bow and arrow can tell know what happens next. Th- 
a few stories of the white- ese deer will prance back 


tail's amazing ability to de- 
tect humans. Deer that have 
been hunted are experts at ex- 
cape and evasion. Almost 
everyone living in deer coun- 
try has seen at one time or 
another and usually from an 
automobile--a deer at fairly 
close range. This gives non- 
hunters the wrong impression 
of how difficult it is to get 
within 30 yards of a deer 
enough to get a shot with a 
bow, 

When disturbed too often, 
deer will feed earlier in the 
morning and later in the af- 
ternoon than usual. During 
daylight hours these deer will 
usually bed down in or very 
close to dense cover. 

A feeding area, such asa 
corn field or a water oak st- 
and with acorns, can be iden- 
tified by the numerous deer 
tracks, fecal droppings, and 
trails leading to it. Itistemp- 
ting to choose a spot over- 
looking the feeding area, since 
it usually contains so much 
deer sign. Occasionally a hun- 
ter will get a shot of a deer 
in a feeding area, but as a 
rule, darkness will come be- 
fore the deer. Deer often 
leave their beds and arrive at 
these feeding areas afew min- 
utes before dark or evenafter 
dark. Some deer will usually 
stop feeding and start towards 
their bedding area before day- 
light. A bow hunter should at- 


into the brush and snort sh- 
rilly for several nimutes an- 
nouncing your presence to all 
other deer in the area If 
possible, get off the ground 
and into a tree. Getting hi- 
gher than a deer normally 
looks. greatly increases vour 
chances of not being seen. 
There are several types 
of portable tree stands avail- 
able commercially that are 
light in weight, easy to use, 
and do not damage trees. A 
serious bow hunter should in- 
vest insome sort oftree stand 
You can obtain informa- 
tion on land management prac - 
tices that benefit deer from 
your local Soil Conservation 
Service in New Brockton.

In the GOSPEL OF MAT- 
THEW, we find recorded in 
the first chapter these words 
‘Behold, a virgin shall be 
with child, and shall bring 
forth a son, And they shall 
call his name Emmanuel; wh 
ich being interpreted, God with 
us.’’ (Matthew 1:23)

oratory at the University of 
Alabama. Eachgirl must per- 
form the duties of food mana- 
ger for two and one-half days. 
This requires her to plan the 
menu, buy the groceries, and 
prepare five balanced meals 
for six people. 


The girls have a monetary 


allowance of 60 cents per per- 
son for breakfast and 90 cents 


per person for the evening 
meal. They are usually able 
to return a portion of the 
money which proves it can be 
done. 

Christina says the food 
allowance is adequate, but it 
still requires the girls to shop 
carefully. ‘‘The new labeling 
laws are helping the careful 
shopper,’’ said Christina. She 
believes that many people who 
really need to plan and shop 
more carefully lack the educa- 
tion and training to do it. 

‘*Comparative shopping 
and careful planning are the 
most important things for the 
shopper to remember,”’ said 
Christina. She will get the 
opportunity to put this training 
to work this next spring. She 
plans to work as a student 
teacher in Mexico, and willbe 
working with families of low 
incomes. 

After Christina completes 


“her turn as the food manager, 


a detailed accounting of her 
expenditures must be pre- 
sented to her faculty super- 
visor. She must then take her 
turn as laundry manager and 
the manager of housekeeping 

Each girl in the lab has 
a work simplification project 
to complete and submit a re- 
port on. This project must be 
an improved or more efficient 
method of accomplishing a 
household task. There isalso 
a typical home crisis problem 
given to each girl. She must 
follow a decision making pro- 
cess and present a satisfact-

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Q. What do we mean, really, by 
human physical growth? 
A. People tend to think of this 


in terms merely of body size. But | 
scientists know that body size, it- 


self, is not the key factor. As Dr. 
Ethel Austin Martin says in her 
excellent text, “Nutrition in Ac- 
tion,’—"size and growth are inter- 
related . . . Physical growth is a 


complex process which involves | 


not only increased size of the 
body as a whole but development 


of its different parts.” Growth, | 


then, involves the increase in both 
numbers of body cells and size of 
cells. Research suggests that if a 
child gets too few calories he may 
develop less cells. If he gets too 
little protein the size of his cells 
may be limited. 

Q. What is malnutrition? 

A. Basically, this means your in- 
take of needed nutrients is faulty 
or inadequate. You're getting too 
little or too much of certain food 
components as for example, pro- 
tein, or too few or too many calor- 
ies. And it may be that the extent 
of malnutrition in an individual is 
due to how much these problems 
occur at the same time. 

In children, for example, cells 
in various organs grow at differ- 
ent rates. This is true, for in- 
stance, in brain growth. And for 
maximum development the right 
nutrients are needed at the right 
time 


Q. So, an adequate diet is ter- 


ribly important, right? 


SEARS of ELBA 


A. Definitely, Especially for 


|children it can help determine 


the realization of one’s potential 
for development. 

Q. What about adults? 

A. Original growth and develop- 
ment may be over, but there are 
always the all-important factors 
of maintenance and repair of the 


ody. Without the right variety of 


foods and the right amounts, life’s 
processes might not function at 
their best. Things will deteriorate 
unnecessarily, or over-develop, 
like fatness. 

Q. What are our greatest nu- 
trition problems? 

A.On a national basis, over- 
weight. On an individual basis, 
the problems extend to the choice 
of foods. Overweight people are, 
in almost all instances, simply the 
result of eating too much food for 
them. But there are serious prob- 
lems in our country that stem 
purely from individuals not get- 
ting the right foods, or enough of 
them. 

Q. What's the answer? 

A. Obviously, some people are 
too poor to afford some of the 
food they need. This problem is 
being attacked at all levels in vari- 
ous ways. But in the long run, the 
answer to our nutrition problems 
rests with nutrition education. 
People simply must learn more 
about nutrition and then choose 
the foods and the amounts of 
food they really need. Surveys 
show that malnutrition occurs at 
all income levels.

The cost of electric cur- 
rent is going higher. Users 
of Alabama Power Company or 
Covington Electric ‘‘juice’’ 
are already paying the higher 
cost ofelectric current. Users 
of electricity from the Elba 
system will start paying the 
higher prices very soon, pos- 
sibly by January. 

The City of Elba Water 
and Electric Board buys elec- 
tric current from Alabama 
Electric Co-op, which gene- 
rates most, but also in turn 
buys some electricity from 
Aladama Power Company. 

The fine print in power 
contracts calls for a ‘‘fuel ad-

Peanut Quota 


Announced 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has an- 
nounced a national marketing 
quota of 1,899,800 tons anda 
national acreage allotment 
of 1,610 ,000 acres for the 1°75 
peanut crop. USDA nas Are 
announced a mail referendum 
will be held December 9-13, 
1974, to determine whether 
marketing quotas will be ap- 
plicable to the 1975, 1976, and 
1977 crops of peanuts. 

Only those producers 
growing peanuts in calendar 
year 1974 will be eligible to 
vote in the December referen- 
dum. Atleasttwo-thirds ofthe 
growers voting must approve 
quotas if they are to be made 
effective. 

Peanut marketing quotas 
have been in effect each year 
since 1949. The last refer- 
endum was held in December 
1971, when 97, 47, of the 
43,641 growers voting favored 
marketing quotas for the 1972, 
1973 and 1974 crops. 

The national peanut ac- 
reage allotment is apportioned 
to states, and the state all- 
otments are apportioned a- 
mong individual peanut-pro- 
ducing farms within each 
State. Alabama’s share ofthe 
national allotment for 1975 is 
216,714 acres, upl7 acres from 
1974, 

Legislation under which 
the Peanut Price Support Pro- 
gram is administered pro- 
vides the Secretary of Agri- 
culture with discretion re- 


garding certain portions of © 


the programs. 

In view of this discre- 
tion, some administrative ch- 
anges are being considered for 
the 1975 program. These ch- 
anges if any will be annou- 
ug ed at a later date.
